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Dividing the Road from KINGSTON upon Thames to 
SHEET-BRIDGE near Petersfield, into two diſtricts, 
under ſeparate Truſts, 


| I. 
THAT the ſaid Road is more than forty miles in 
length. 
II. 


That the number of Commiſſioners reſident on the northern 
half of the ſaid Road (in which the Town of GuiLprod is 
alſo ſituate) was, originally, doub/e the number of thoſe 
that reſided on the ſouthern half, and two-thirds of the whole 
number appointed by the Act: And that, of the ſaid 7w9- 
thirds fo reſident on the northern half of the Road, con- 
ſiderably more than one-fourth (or nearly one-fifth of the 
whole number) is actually reſident in the Town of GuiLDprForD 
itſelf, including that part of Stole which adjoins to it. 


III. 


Hence it hath come to paſs that, in the execution of the 
Truſt veſted by different Acts of Parliament in the Com- 
miſſioners at large (ſuch as the appointment of Meetings, the 
filling up of Vacancies, the repair of the Road, &c.) ſuch of 
them as reſide on the northern half of the Road have hitherto 
had the direction of the who/e.—Nay, ſuch of them as reſide 
in GuILDFoRD only are enabled to preſcribe for the conduct of 
this buſineſs without controll, unleſs near forty Commiſ- 
ſioners ſhould attend for that purpoſe from out of the ſouthern 
diviſion, many of which muſt come twenty or thirty miles 


on the occaſion. 
IV. 


And the conſequences of all this have been ſuch as were 
naturally to be expected: For, bk

1. The Meetings of Commiſſioners have very rarely been 
appointed to be holden at any place ſouthward of GuiLprorD ; 
that is, at any place within the ſouthern half of the Road; 
nor, conſequently, within Zwenty miles, at leaſt, of the re- 
ſidence of many of the Commiſſioners, who therefore have 
| ſeldom been able to attend, and that, not without great 
inconvenience to their private affairs. 


2. Vacancies in the Truſt, by the death, or otherwiſe, 
of the Commiſſioners reſiding on the ſouthern branch of the 


Road, have been filled up in ſuch manner by thoſe of the 


northern, as that the number of thoſe in the latter, which 
was originally double, is now become treble of the former, 
making nearly, if not quite, three-fourths of the whole. 


3. In conſequence of the powers originally veſted in, or 
ſince acquired by, the Commiſſioners reſiding on the northern 
branch of the Road, little or no attention hath been paid 
to the repair of the ſame through the whole ſouthern half 
of its extent; ſo that the greater part of it, from GopaL- 
MING to SHEET-BRIDGE is in a ruinous condition 


4. As a particular inſtance of the negle& here charged 
on the Commiſſioners reſiding in and near Gul pronp, it is 
to be noted, that, when an offer was made to the Commiſ- 
ſioners, in or about the year 1770, by the Rev. Henry Croker, 
Lord of the Manor of Bramſbot, to build them a Bridge 
over a dangerous Water at Liphook, for the ſum of jy 
pounds, they (viz. the Commiſſioners reſiding in or near 
GulLpronxp) rejected the ſame; in conſequence of which, 
the nuiſance remains, and cannot now be removed at the 
expence of an hundred pounds. | 


5. And, as a ſtriking proof of genera! miſmanagement, 
the ſum of 486/. 2s. hath, by the direction, or under the 
connivance of the Truſtees of the northern branch, been paid 
to the Surveyor, at different times to the 20th of Auguſt 
laſt, without taking any account of the diſburſement of, or 
any ſecurity for, the ſame: Whereby the Commiſſioners 
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were obliged to borrow the farther ſum of 500/. for the diſ- 


charge of ſeveral debts incurred by the Surveyor, and due 
to Labourers whom he had employed on the Road. 


6. As a farther inſtance of the unfavourable intentions 


of the Commiſſioners reſiding on the northern half of the 


Road, and particularly of ſuch of them as are inhabitants 
of GvuiLDyrosD, it may not be amiſs to obſerve, incidentally, 
that, with a view of ſubjecting the Town of GopALMINxG 
and the adjacent Country to ſuch extra charges on goods 
coming to their Wharf as might moſt effectually obſtruct 
the intended benefits of a late Act for making the River na- 
vigable from Guildford to Godalming (which Navigation hath 


been found of great public utility) they did, no longer ago 


than the 21ſt of January laſt, at a meeting of Commilſſoners 
then holden at GuiLprorD, Reſolve, ** That it was neceſſary 
to erect a: Toll-gate at Milford“, a mile and an half 


- ſouthward of GoDaLMING, and where the Roads from Pet- 


worth and Haſlemere join that from Sheet-Bridge ;—and. this, 
notwithſtanding the ſenſe of Parliament expreſſed on a 
ſimilar attempt made in 1767, when, by their A& then 
Paſſed, they did remove a Gate then lately erected on the 


ſouth ſide of GoparminG, by the then Commifſſioners of the 
oribern branch * the Road. 


In conſideration of the premiſes, the Nobility, Gentry, 
and others; intereſted in the'complete repair of the aforeſaid 
Road from King/on to Sheet-bridge, do hope that the Hon. 
Houſe of Commons will be pleaſed to provide that the faid 
Road be, in future, divided into wo ſeparate Diſtricis (the 
diviſion taking place at the north end of the pariſh of Go- 
DALMING) and that the repair of the ſame be thenceforth 
placed under the management of ſeparate Truſtees.
